Not long since a prominent western writ- 
er made the assertion that the stories of 
Dan Quin,“ in which The Old Cattlemen, 
‘Doc’ Peets, ‘Faro’ Nell, Enright and Dave 
Tutts“ figured extensively, did not fairly 
represent the type of western character 
they were designed to portray. Be that ae 
it may, the adverse criticism has not de- 
terred the author from sending forth an- 
Other book containing more of these sto- 
ries. The first selections were grouped 
under the title of “Wolfville Days,” while 
the latest volume, in contrast, is published 
under the name of “Wolfville Nights.” The 
Same characters, to a great extent, that 
figured in the first collection, occupy the 
attention of the reader of the new book. 
Mr. Lewis’ style is well known, most of the 
stories having appeared in magazines or 
Sunday editions, and to one fond of Wolf- 
ville tales this record of the happenings 
in that tough frontier town by lamplight 
will not prove disappointing. 


“In the Market Place.“ 

Jane Valentine (Mrs. Nellie J. Meeker of 
St. Louis), author of Beverly Osgood” and 
“Jonas Brand,” has written a novel under 
the title of “In the Market Place,“ which 
competent critics have stated is the strong- 
est novel written by a St. Loulsan. 

The term Market Place“ is used in a 
literal as well as figurative sense, as the 
plot, in some measure, centers about the 
old St. Louls market. In all cities, the 
market place has been a spot of special 
interest; Zola uses the great Paris market 
as the focus of action in one of his novels. 
in eastern cities, the market shares with 
the city gate the regard of citizens. 

In the Market Place“ is not merely his- 
torical or reminiscent. It is a powerful and 
picturesque novel of character and incident 
—passion, adventure, love end the play of 
events. The author has a talent for descrip- 
tion and draws some charming pictures of 
life.. Besides all this, it is a book with a 
purpose, a social study. Although tinged 
with gloom in parts, dealing in a measure 
with the somber side of life, the entire 
effect is not depressing. but helpful. The 
lesson of forgiveness rather than revenge 
is well taught. The narrative carries the 
reader through the scenes and incidents 
in and about St. Louis during a pertod that 
saw the old merge into the new. 

For a story of such length, Mrs. Meeker 
has succeeded in sustaining the reader's 
interest admirably. The book will be en- 
joyed* by the thoughtful, earnest reader.
